M cAdoo today declined to permit

delegates” to the national convention 
“ from every state where possible." 
But, M cAdoo said, he regards it 
“ as the im perative duty of any man 
to accept a nom ination if it should 
com e to him unsolicited." 
McAdoo made this statem ent in a 
telegram to Mayor M iller S. Bell of 
M illedgeville, Ga., his boyhood home, 
where his name had been entered in 
the prim aries. 
He said: 
"Y our telegram inform ing m e that 
the citizens of M illedgeville have en­ 
tered my name in the Dem ocratic 
prim ary of the sta te of Georgia for 
president of the U nited States duly 
Received. I ani deeply moved by this 
m anifestation of the confidence of 
my friends who live in the city of 
my boyhood and the state of my 
nativity. 
It is. indeed, an honor to 
be considered by them worthy of suchj 
high station. 
I feel, however, that 
I should candidly state my position, j 
I am not seeking the nom ination and 
am reluctant to do anything that 
would create the appearance of 
a 
candidacy. I cannot help feeling that 
this is peculiarly a tim e when we 
should tight for principles and n o t, 
for individuals. 
•T he m om entous years 
through

brought to the fore great hum an 
problem s which go to the very roots j 
of our social and economic life and I 
insistently demand settlem ent. The j 
destiny of the hum an race will hoi 
profoundly affected by the things w e' 
do and by the wisdom we show dor ;

and constructive leadership of the 
highest order are necessary and I, 
am convinced that, we are most like-| 
ly to secure them if the suprem e co n j 
sideration of the national interest is 
not subm erged in a contest of in­ 
dividual candidacies for the prest-[ 
dential office. 
Therefore. I should 
like to see the next Dem ocratic na 
tional convention composed of un­ 
tram m eled men and women, bound 
to no particular candidate and al­ 
lowed to express th eir preference 
freely through the ab o litio n \of tho; 
unit rule. W hile I realize th a t under j 
the prim ary laws, uninstructed dele-J 
gates from some states are impos 
sible, nevertheless. I think it highly 
desirable that every effort should 
be made to send uninstructed dele­ 
gates from every state where pos­ 
sible. 
Personally. I should be de­ 
lighted if the next national conven­ 
tion m ight actually be a great Dem­ 
ocratic conference w here the utm ost 
freedom of action 
should 
prevail 
and where the m otive of high ser­ 
vice alone should control. If in such 
a convention a platform is adopted 
and a candidate is selected repre­ 
senting th e -great constructive, pro­ 
gressive and spiritual forces of the 
day, the favorable opinion of the 
country would be enlisted at

very outset. 
The issue would then

that the rem ains of ‘ Hernando 
Cortez, Spanish 
conqueror 
of 
-Mexico, have been definitely lo­ 
cated In the Temple of Jesus, 
one 
of 
the 
many 
Catholic 
churches in Mexico City. A gold 
key which can unlock the m ar­ 
ble vault containing the dust of 
‘ the 
conquistador” 
and 
the 
funeral garm ents in which 
he 
was 
buried, is said 
to be in 
possession of Senora Borneque 
(Ie la Barra, a resident of Paris, 
and efforts are being made 
lo 
obtain it. 
The key 
comes to 
Senora Borneque as a heritage. 
Newspapers 
have agreed in 
this connection to give absolute 
credence to the testim ony of a 
direct descendant of the keeper 
of the H ospital of Jesus, an an­ 
nex to the tem ple of the same 
name. He claim s to have docu­ 
m entary evidence thai in 1823, 
whon patriotic 
zealots planned 
to take forcible 
possession 
of 
Cortez' rem ains, they w ere sav­ 
ed from violation and w ere later 
returned to their original re st­ 
ing place beneath the main a1 
tar of the temple. It was this 
sequestration in 1823 that < aim­ 
ed students to conduct a search 
for the hiding place, m any as­ 
serting it was in old Spain, and 
others in Naples, Italy. 
The restlessness which drove 
H ernando Cortez, Spanish cour­ 
tier, to New’ Spain and culmi­ 
nated in the conquest of Mexico 
from the Aztecs in 1321, after 
one of the most. brilliant cam­ 
paigns in all history, apparent­ 


ly 
continued afte r 
his 
death 
near Seville, Spain, in 1347. He 
was buried in the chapel of a 
m onastery n ear Seville, but in 
1362, in accorance with his will 
and by order of his son, the re­ 
m ains 
w ere taken 
to Mexico, 
not to the Mexico City suburb 
of Coyoacan, which 
had 
been 
C ortez's 
headquarters 
during 
the m em orable siege of Mexico 
City, but to the m onastery 
of 
St. F rancis in Tezcuco, another 
village n ear the Mexican capi­ 
tal 
T he 
rem ains 
were 
moved 
again in 1629, this time to the 
church of St. Francas in Mexico 
City. The tran sfer was accom­ 
panied by the m ost lavish r< lig- 
ous pomp 
and ceremony 
ever 
recorded in the country. In 1794 
the rem ains w ere again given 
a new re stin g place—the Hos­ 
pital of Jesu s of Nazareth, 
an 
instil ution 
founded 
and 
en­ 
dowed by Cortez. T here was no 
period of 
interruption 
until a 
crowd of dem onstrantB In 1823 
wished to sc a tter 
the remains 
a-- a token of their independ­ 
ence, when 
a secret 
removal 
was m ade 
until the 
flame of 
revolution died down.

When the walnut grower delivers 
his nuts at the local parking plant, 
he gets a check for eighty per cent 
of their value.

tion holds back ten per cent for ex­ 
penses and margin of safety; the big 
associations hold back another ten 
per cent.

grading them as well as possible at 
home, at the market prices, then dis­ 
posed of the poorer nuts to peddlers. 
This quantity of poor nuts, leaking 
into an uncertain and fly-by-night 
market, not only burt the sale of 
walnuts in general, but made reput­ 
able dealers wary of handling wal­ 
nuts at all. 
If a dealer on one side 
of the street had bought from ped­ 
dlers, and was able to sell nuts at 
(fifteen cents a pound, the dealer on
